Why were the Spaniards obliged to feek to us Tes a Trade with them, even while the War lafted? 
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HE French Influence upon the Spanifh Com- 
merce, is now the Queftiom in hand; Prohi- 
bitions or Impofitions muft be the Cafe, in 
which the French are to form the Advan- 

taces they muft make, if they have any. 

In Prohibirions, we have fhetwn already, that the 
Nature of the Thing does not admit of it; as far as 
thofe Prohibitions have been yet laidon: There can 
remain but one Objection, and that is, What farther 
Prohibitions the Spaniards may lay on ? Fot example, 
they may Prohibit the Englilh Woollen Manufactures, 
in tavour of the French. 

Let us give leave to thefe People to make the moft 
abfurd Suppofitions in the World, for it is not only 
agreeable to their Honefiy and Inclination, but the 
Neceflity and Barrennefs of their Argument requires it. 

1. If the French can make Woollen Manufactures 
enough in Quantity to fupply Spain, and make thofe 
Manufactures Better and Cheaper than the Englifh, 
what need of a Prohjbition ? That very Cafe would 
be a Prohibition in the Nature of the Thing; for to 
have the Beft and Cheapeft Goods at Market, would be 
the beft exclufive Article in the World againft the 
Englifh Trade : And how they are able to do this, will 
beft appear, by examining the Quantities of Englith 
Goods Shipp’d every Day td Spain, notwithftanding 
the Neighbourhoo:! of rhe French, and norwithftanding 
all that has been faid of the Goodnefs and Cheapnefs of 
their Manufaéturcs. . 

If it fhali appear, that we Ship as great Quantities 
of Goods to Spain as ever, and greater in proportion: 


If it fhall appear, that even in thofe Ports of Spain, - 


which are neareft the French Manufactures, and to 
which they can bring their Goods for little or no 
expence of Breight, and where the great Market for 
Woollen Manufactures is kept : : 

If it dhall appear, that evento thefe Ports we fend 
as great Quantities of Enelith Goods-as ever, and-that 
fearce a Piece of French Woollen Manufactures comes 
to Market, or if they did, would not be Sold there : 
if this appears, what fhall, we fay to that Notion of the 
French canying away the Spanifh Trade from us, and 


outdoing us in our own Manufactures The Proof of 
thefe things fliall come in its courfe, rT id 
As then, on the one Hand, if the French Goods were 
betrer than Ours and Cheaper, they would need tid 
Prohibition; fo, on the other Hand, if they are nos 
fit for their Market, how fhall they expect the Spani- 
ards thall be Fools enough to put the Necefliry upon 
themfelves of buying thofe Goods,which are novfor 
their Turn, and whichvare not fic for their Market, and 
fhutting out thofe which are? | 
Add to this, thac they muft by Prohibiting the Englifh 
Manufactures keep their own Native Produce of Wine, 
Oil, &c. at home, which, as before, none but rhe Ens 
glith can take off; and to Trade with ‘the French. for 
worfe Goods, and fuch,as they know not what to. doe 
with, muft, in the end, Ruine their own Country, arf@ 
have no Vent for the Produé of their Land, fot 
This however is beft explained from what has been, 
and Demonftration is an End of Argument in the Cafe, . 
We have had a War. and Prohibition of Commerce 
with Spain for many Years: Let it be examin’d, How | 
ftood the Cafe with the Spaniards and the French all that 
Time? Could the” French fupply the Spaniards with 
Woollen Manufactures 2 If okey did, How came the 
Town of Gibralrar to have fuch a Trade from hence as 
was never heard of before? And how ‘came fuch a 
vaft Export of Englifh Goods to Portugal ? Even more 
than intinte of Peace ufed to go’Portugal and Spain, 
put together. And how came, eveu the French th 
felves, to buy Englifh Woollen Manufaétures in Holland, 
to, Cary. £0 the South-Seas, and that to a prodigious 
Value : , 

On the other Hand, Could the Spaniards put off their 
Wine, Oil, Wooll and Fruie ro the French! Was not 
the contrary acknowleged by «hz Spaniards themfelves 2 
Was not Gibraltar Traded treely to .by.. the Englith al- 
moft like a Neutral Port ? where Contracts were made 
for the Wines of Alicanr, Malaga” and Cadiz; and the 
Fruit of Denia, Xevia, .&c, the Oranges of Seville, and 
the Lemons of Malaga. ° - a 

In a word, were not the Spaniatds driven by the 
Necefliry of their own Citcumfances, as well for the 
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Confumption of their own Produce, as for the Supply 
of their Markets with Englifh Woollen Manufadures, 
which they could not be without, and which the French 


vay were notable to fupply them with, to feek to us to 


Trade with them, and offer Paffports to our Ships, that 
we might bring away their Wines, Oyls, Fruit, &c. 
Nay, did they not ask us Leave to come home to us to 
our own Doors, and bring their Goods, and buy dur 
Manuf ictures ? | 

Would they have done this, if the French could have 
either have taken off One, or have fiipplied them with 
the Other ? ) 

_Whence then is all this Clamour at the French Trade 
Circumventing us in Spain, aitd Cutting ‘us,out in bur 
Markets, and Influencitlg thé Spaniards in the Markers 
of our Woollen Manufattures, to our Prejudice and 
Ruine ? 

If the French could have fupplied them with Manv- 
factures, would they not have done it in a Time of 
War, when they had an Opporrunity to have all the 
Trade to themfelves ? | ; 

If the French could have taken off the Produce of 
Spain, would they not have ftriven to Convince the 
Spaniards of their being able to do fo, at thar time; and 
not have driven the, Spaniards to the Neceflity of 
Courting their Enemies, for fuch we were then, to 
come and Srade with them, as not having any Body 
to Trade with but the Englifh, who could either take 
off their Goods, or fupply them with fuch.Manutactures 
as they wanted? 

What was the Language of the Sp2niards in this ? 
Was ir not thus! Pray NeighbourEngliih-Merchants pray 
come afd Trade with us again, aud Buy our Sherry and 
Canary, our Mountain Mallaga’s and deep Allicants, or 
we mutt throw them away, and dig up our Vineyards ; 
and buy our Oj!, our Raifins, Oranges, Limonds, Al- 
monds, &c. of we know not what to do with them, 
for thefe French-men will take none of all thefe things; 
and pray bring us fome Englith Bays, Broad-Cloth, Stuffs, 
Sayes, Perpets, Serges, Dozens, and Kerfics, and fuch 
like Goods as you ufed to bring, for the French can 
bring us nothing of a Quantity even of the Goods 
they pretend to have; and thofe they do bring are good 
for little, no way fit for our Markets ; and if your Goods 
come in, we wil] have none of theirs. 

It thefe are not their Words, thefe are exactly the 
nepate of their Actions. 

' Nay, if we come to fpeak of their Wooll, the Cafe 
is the fame: During this time of War, have the French 
been able, with all their mighty Manufacturing, which 
ave fpeak fo much of, and in fo thamelefs a mannex 
frive to magnify againft our felves, and in Abatement 
of the Intereft of our own Country ; I fay, Have the 
French been able to take it off of their Hands? Have 
not the Spaniards, as foon as ever they got Leave from 

ir Court, brought it away to us? And is it rational 
to believe,they would have obtain’d that Leave from 
die Court at Madrid, if the French could have taken 
their Wooll off of their hands. 

If this is the Cafe, what then fhall we fy to thofe 
People,who lay fuch a weight on that Argument, That 
the French wil} have all the Spanifh Wooll from us ? 
Of which more fhall be faid in our next. 

Ir is plain, they might always have had as much of 
the Spanith Wooll as they pleafed; it was evet as free 
for them as for us; and during rhis laft War, they had 
had it all if they had known what co do with it. Bur 
alas! they are notable, tho’ they have it, to make fach 
Cloth with it as We do; but at the fame time that they 
have the Spanilh Wooll even cheaper than we, they 
being fo near as to have it carried on Horfeback to 
them, yet they buy Spanifh Cloths of us, and in Hol- 
land, Pajders, and Spain it felf, at fecond-hand, and 
pay 6s.an Ell Duty for it to the King, letting the Spa- 
nifh Wooll lie at Bilboa for us to fetch away, and the 
Spaniards to beg us to take it.
